Conscription 
Is Necessary, 
Say Services 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, Dec. 27 —(/P)— The 
main point in all talk about na- 
tional compusory military training 
in peacetime for American youths 
is this: Is it necessary? 
The army and navy, which 
are 


supposed to know, say it is. They 
want every able-bodied youth, after 
reaching a certain age, to under- 
go at least, one year of military 
training. 


And they want the year devoted 


strictly to military training. They 
don't want added Irimmings, such 
as having part of the year given 
to schooling. About 
one 
million 


young men would be trained year- 
ly.

From here on this story gives, 


first, the arguments for such a pro- 
-gram and then' the' 'arguments 
against it. 
By training one million youths a 
year, and then returning them to 
civilian life, in 10 years we could 
build up a reserve of 10 million 
trained men.

We'll have to be prepared for any 
sudden emergency. This is 
true 
whether, we join the league to prer 
serve peace or isolate ourselves 
from the rest of the yrorld again.

In our history the United States 


has had 7 major wars and been 
more or less unprepared for all of 
them.
